Changes Planned For Phone System, 
UTM Students To Get Lower Rates

Plans are being made for 
hanges in UTM’s telephone 
rstem that will allow students to 
lace long distance calls at less 
xpensive rates than those 
jrrently in effect according to 
iru Crawley, director of 
urchasing. 

The plans are for students to 
ave access to 1+, or direct dialing, 
istead of the 0+ dialing currently 
t use, Crawley said. 

At the present, UTM students 
'ho have signed an agreement not 
> charge any long distance calls to 
University number may place 
mg distance calls as long as the 
alls are collect or charged to 
nother number. 

These calls are made at 0+, or 
perator assisted rates, which are 


more expensive than direct 
dialing. 

In the past, a Student Telephone 
Account Number was used by 
students who signed an agreement 
with General Telephone Company 
of the Southeast. The STANs 
enabled students to charge long 
distance calls to the STAN, which 
were then billed to the student. 

The STANs had been in use 
since 1978, but their use was 
discontinued this fall, according to 
Crawley. 

“The Bell System was going to 
stop STANs at the Knoxville and 
Chattanooga campuses,” Crawley 
said. “We knew if Bell was going to 
stop, General Telephone would 
stop, too.” 

Ted Maxwell, General Tele¬ 
phone’s district service manager, 
explained that since the Bell 
system was discontinuing STANs, 


it would be impractical for 
General Telephone to continue 
their use, because the calls would 
be made through Bell’s lines and 
operators, since General 
Telephone does not own their own 
state-wide long distance lines. 

Crawley said that the new

Sigma Pi, UTM’s newest 
national social fraternity, is taking 
their case to court because of what 
they feel is housing discrimination 
and “unfair treatment” by the 
Martin Board of Aldermen. 

According to Keith Register, 
fraternity president, the Martin 
Board has no legal grounds for 
rejecting their request for a 
fraternity house. 

“We’ve been voted down and 
neglected for three straight 
months, and we feel that we aren’t 
getting a fair deal in this matter,” 
he said. 

In September, Sigma Pi 
fraternity requested permission to 
occupy a house located at the 
corner of Lee Street and Oakland. 
They were told to submit a request 
to the Board of Recommendations 
for possible discussion, which was

eventually voted down. 

“After they voted no, they not 
only failed to send us an official 
word but also cited no reasons at all 
for their decision,” Register said. 

Register added that the second 
step was to re-petition the 
decision of the Board and to attend 
the October meeting. 

On Oct. 12, the Sigma Pi 
fraternity, their lawyer and an 
advisor of KA fraternity were all 
present in an attempt to express 
their views in favor of the house, 
which is located in an area where 
several fraternity houses already 
exist. 

“After we sat there for nearly 
two hours, they (the board) said 
that our case was noton the agenda 
and therefore we couldn’t bring it 
up on the floor,” Register 
continued. “We were therefore 
forced to wait another month.” 

November had arrived and 
Sigma Pi fraternity once again 
returned to the mayor’s chambers 
for yet another hearing. This time 
they carried charts and 
illustrations in hopes of explaining 
their plans. 

“We had a feeling that one of the 
main topics of concern would be 
the parking situation. Therefore 
we carried our illustrations which 
showed that we would definitely 
build a parking area that would be 
suitable for any fraternity,” 


Register said. 

Register added that there were 
people from as far as Dresden at 
the hearing to speak against them, 
and of course several neighbors of 
the surrounding Lee and Oakland 
Streets were present also. 

“One of the main guys against us 
lives on Lee Street. As a matter of 
fact, he tried once to sell us a 
house.” 

Register said that some of the 
major gripes from neighbors were 
loud parties, wild driving, 
frequent littering and crowded 
parking. 

“The mayor just sat there and 
listened to both sides. He didn’t 
even vote,” Register said. 

The decision turned out to be 
another defeat for Sigma Pi. 

Register added that Sigma Pi 
Fraternity will definitely pursue 
this matter in court. He stated that 
“students of UTM have been 
neglected long enough, and it’s 
time for a change. 

“In other words they just don’t 
give UTM students any respect, 
and it’s the students that make up 
this town,” Register said. 

Sigma Pi, the 11th largest 
fraternity nationwide, is ready to 
go as far as it takes in order to “get 
the board straight” and also to get 
what they feel is justice, according 
to Register. 


‘Dean’ Retires But Influence Stays 


“From mv early life, I had been influenced by a lady who 
partially reared me after the death of my mother when I woe eix 
yean old. My father, I really never knew. 

"Thie lady encouraged me to go on through tchool. She wa* the 
one who planted the teed that would never die out. From then on, 
I wan obtested with getting an education. ” 


From the small, strug¬ 
gling seeds of s black 
elementary school in Fulton, 
Ky. to assistant to the vice- 
chancellor of student affairs 
at UTM... This is the story of 
Harold T. Conner...a story of 
an obsession with education 
which began in the 1920s 
and which will reach a new 
phase in December as the 
director of minority affairs 
and the symbol of black 
progressiveness retires at 
age 62. 

With a flashing, sunny 
smile and with a grayless 
head of hair, “Dean” Conner, 
as he is usually referred to, 
appears ageless in appear¬ 
ance and personality. 

As the key figure in 
minority affairs on campus, 
he appears as a vital, 
progressive link in the 
black-white relations and 
integration which has 
grown and matured through 
recent times of social 
change. 


“When I came to 
Martin,” recounted Conner 
reminisciently, “the blacks 
were not allowed to eat in the 
front of the cafeteria. They 
had to eat in the kitchen. 
Blacks had to sit in the 
balconies of theaters, 
and there were no black 
students at UTM." 

Mr. Conner explained that 
it wasn't until 1962 that the 
first two black students 
arrived on UTM's campus, 
but he emphasized that in 
the 19 years since that small 
beginning, the number has 
increased to 860. His 
message to each, however, 
has remained the same. 

“I try to get black students 
to fulfill their highest 
potential.” said Conner. 
“Some have been discour¬ 
aged, but I have tried to 
show them the benefits of an 
education." 

With a B.S. degree in 
agriculture and a master’s 
degree in education, Harold 


T. Conner is an exemplary 
product of Tennessee’s 
education system, but as a 
black student of the 1930’s, 
his beginnings were not 
easily accessible or conven¬ 
iently supplied. 

Originally from South 
Fulton, Conner graduated 
from an all-black junior 
high school during a time 
when there was no senior 
high school for blacks in 
Obion County. 

After initiating a busing 


program for himself and for 
10 or 15 other interested 
blacks in the area, Conner 
attended one of the only two 
black high schools in the 
whole Northwest Tennessee 
area, the one in McKenzie. 

After completing the 10th 
grade, Conner quit school 
and became a dishwasher in 
a cafe. Two years later he

was employed by the Illinois 
1 Central Railroad as a cook in 
| the dining car. 

“Even though this 
railroad job paid really well 
k at that time, this obsession 
■ with education nagged at 
F me. I left the railroad and 
W again enrolled at Webb 

High School in McKenzie at 
' the ripe, young age of 19.” 

Upon graduating from 
high school at age 21, Conner 
immediately enrolled at 
A(P Tennessee State University 
| (Tennessee A&I at the time) 
KsS where he completed one 
academic year before 
“receiving a greeting from 
Uncle Sam.” 

Marriage was the next 
- 1 step for Conner, as he wed 


his high school sweetheart 
Florence G. Bell only a 
month after he got back 
from overseas army duty in 
1945. 

In 1946 Harold T. Conner, 
Jr., (later to be the first 
black co-op student at 
UTM) was born, but even 
though “Daddy” Conner was 
now settled with a wife and 
baby, “the old urge hit me 
again and my wife thought I 
was crazy, but I just had to 
go back to school. I just had 
to.” 

So with only a seed of 
intellectual yearning and 
the G.I. Bill for support. 
Conner packed up the little 
baby and the stunned wife 
and moved to Nashville 
where he graduated in the 
spring of 1948 from 
Tennessee State University. 

The gradual growth of 
Conner from a coach (with 
two undefeated seasons) to a 
high school principal to a 
junior high principal (after 
desegregation) gave the 
veteran of change the 
experience and background 
needed for the UTM position 
which he acquired in April 
of 1969. 

“Whatever success I’ve 


had” stated Conner with 
reflective wisdom, “is 
because my shoulders are 
broad and my skin is thick 
and because I've been able to 
walk a very tight rope." 

Although never experi¬ 
encing any overt kind of 
negative action while at 
UTM, Conner says “I have 
seen the attitude towards me 
change from uncertainty to 
almost complete confidence 
in what I stand for and what 
1 mean to them.” 

Conner has also seen his 
name changed and his 
identity added to throughout 
the year. 

“My name is spelled C-O- 
N-N-E-R, but 1 believe that 
even now, it is spelled C-O- 
N-N-O-R or O’Connor in 
University print outs, and 1 
don't think that I resemble 
the Irish at all! 

“I also have to straighten 
people out because they try 
to make me more than one— 
C-o-n-n-e-r-S!" 

On Dec. 30, “Dean” 
Conner, Mr. “Connors," or 
H.T. (as the secretaries ini 
the student affairs office call 
him) will retire to start a 
new era in his life—an era 
which he says will include 


more involvement in the 
Fuller Street Baptist 
Church, more time spent in 
conversation with the 
elderly and sick and more 
time for gardening, fishing 
and hunting. 

“But I won't keep still,” 
says Conner with resolution 
behind a twinkling eye. “and 
I will not get hooked on 
soaps!!" 

“The University has been 
good to me," concluded the 
administrator after 13 years 
of service. “And Dr. Phillip 


Watkins is one of the 
greatest persons that I’ve 
had the good fortune to work 
with.” 

“I am leaving the 

University on a good footing 
and on a sound course." says 
Conner, but more import¬ 
antly “Dean" Conner, the 
outstanding leader and the 
student friend, is leaving his 
inspiration, his motivation 
and his sincere belief in the 
system of education and the 
bond of all peoples moving 
forward.

(Cont. from Page One) 
system was to go into effect at the 
beginning of winter quarter, but 
delays in writing the computer 
program for the billingsystem had 
pushed that date into February or 
March. 

“We’re waiting on the computer 
people to write the bill,” Crawley 
said. “It’ll only take three weeks to 
program it, but we’re third or 
fourth down the list of priorities.” 

Crawley explained that there 
will be one bill to each phone, and 
that bill will be received and paid 
like a food bill. 

Another aspect of the new 
system is student use of the campus 
Wide Area Telephone Service. The 
University rents three WATS lines 
and Crawley explained that plans 
are being made for student use of 
the lines at a reduced rate. 

“We rent state-wide WATS 
lines. We pay a flat rate per month 


for those WATS lines for 24 hours a 
day, each day of the month. 

“What we propose is to let you 
(the students) have those WATS 
lines at a reduced rate,” Crawley 
said. 

Students would not pay for the 
use of the WATS line itself, 
according to Crawley, since the 
lines have been covered in the 
administrative costs. Students 
would pay for the costs of 
processing the billing for useofthe 
line. 

Crawley also explained that 
during the weekday hours when 
the WATS lines are in heavy use by 
the administration and faculty, 
student calls would be charged at 
1+ rates. At nights and on 
weekends when use of the WATS 
lines are considerably reduced, 
student's long distance calls would 
automatically go through the 
WATS line.
